The 
reasons alleged were: 

Absence of Tom Galonos, St. 
Charles restaurant proprietor, de- 
sired as a defense witness. The 
defense states that he would tes- 
tify that Adolph Fiedler, former 
Maplewood Justice of the Peace, 
a State principal witness, prom- 
ised that money would be paid to 
him if he would testify that he 
had seen Mrs, Muench in his res- 
taurant with  Rosegrant; also 
that, on his denial and refusai to 
for the State, he (Ga- 
lions) was assaulted by deputy 
sheriffs. 

The recent trial of Attorney 
Lacy in St. Louls an the charge 
of corrupting a juror in the Rich- 
ards-Berg kidnaping case, which 
prevented him from holding con- 
ferences with defendants and co- 
counsel necessary to preparation 
of the case; and Lacy’s present 
state of health, declared to render 
him unable to take part in the 
trial now, 

Inability of the defense to take 
depositions of about 50 witnesses, 
including Dr. Kelley and Fiedler. 

“The intense heat, rendering it 
impossible for the jury to apply 
to the issues careful and impar- 
tial consideration.” 

Says Witness Was Beaten. 
The affidavit as to Galonos sets 
forth that he has filed suit ‘for 
7000, alleging false arrest, against 
Sheriff Deuser and three deputies. 
lt states that, while Galonos could 
hot be located in a recent search, it 
is likely that he will be on hand in 
September. His suit was filed in 
Clayton last Tuesday. 

Galones is declared, in the affi- 
favit, to be a competent and mate- 
Nal witness. The affidavit says he 
Would testify that March 23 last 
he was arrested and taken to the 
Sheriff's office at Clayton, and that 
he was questioned there by Frank 
Lewis and O. ,.Litzinger, Deputy 
Sheriffs, in theapresence of Arnold 
Willman. chief deputy, as to wheth- 
fr he knew the defendants. 

The affidavit states that Galones, 
lf available as a witness, would 
testify that he denied knowing the 
defendants, and that ‘Lewis and 
Litzinger then assaulted him. Later 
in that day, it states, Willmann 
asked Galones to “selp the Sheriff 
out in the prosecution.” 

The affidavit states that Galonos 
Would testify that March 29 he 
Was taken by the officers into the 
Presence of Fieldler, and that Fied- 
er “offered” to see that he was 
Paid a considerabl. sum of money 
. he would testify falsely that he 
ad seen Mrs, Nellie Muench in his 
staurant at St. Charles, in com- 
eny with Angelo Rosegrant.”

CONFESSES KILLING 
3 FELLOW THIEVES 


Oklahoma Prisoner Says He 
Got Tired of Being Blamed 
for Everything.

McALESTER, Ok.,° July 9.—The 
signed confession of a young hill 
country bad-man admitting the pre- 
meditated killing of three alleged 
accomplices in petty thievery was 
in the hands of County Attorney 
Frank Watson today. 

Watson said Bin Riley, 25 years 
old, Canadian, Ok., admitted he 
shot and killed Homer Beasley, Ho- 
bart Watkins and William Gann, 
whose bodies were found near 
Canadian, June 25. He quoted Riley 
as saying he would plead guilty to 
three murder charges. 

After signing the confession last 
night, Riley was moved from the 
jail to the State penitentiary here 
for safe keeping. 

Riley said he had planned for 
months to kill the three, and hed 
told them as much. They were im- 
plicated with him, he told Watson, 
in a series of burglaries and small 
holdups extending over a period of 
more than eight years. 

“They were in on every job I 
was in,” he said, “and every time 
they tried to put it off onto me. I 
got tired of it.” 

The County Attorney quoted 
Riley as telling how he decoyed 
his victims into the woods—Beas- 
ley and Watkins one night, Gann 
the next day—and there killed them 
with a shotgun. 

“I'd do it again,” he said, de 
fiantly. 


ANOTHER AMERICAN WOMAN 
NAMED IN FRENCH SPY INQUIRY 


She Will Be Questioned Regarding 

Her Relations to Pair Already 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 9—An American 
woman, Pauline Jacobson Levine, 32 
years old, was ordered today by 
Magistrate Andre Benon to appear 
for questioning in a new drive to 
clean up an alleged international 
ring of spies. 

She was to be questioned regard- 
ing her relation to Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Gordon Switz of New Jer- 
sey, who have been held in a Paris 
jail for several months under 
espionage charges. 

Six other summonses or warrants 
were issued in connection with the 
alleged espionage service with 
which the Switzes are linked. These 
included three women and three 
men. One of the women was Mrs. 
Marie Schul Martin, alleged chief 
of a section of the ring operating 
in Finland. 


JUDGE ORDERS INSULL TRIED

Mayor Dickmann announced to- 
day that the Board of Aldermen 
would be called into special ses- 
—* July 23 to consider legislation 

to raise revenue to help meet the 
anticipated deficit of $2,465,000 in 
the city sinking fund, as well as a 
bill appropriating for work 
relief and a new smoke ordinance. 

Revenue for the sinking fund is 
the primary purpose of the special 
session, in view of the anticipated 
deficit and the fact that the Alder- 
men on June 15 defeated four bills 
sponsored by the Mayor to help 
meet the deficit. 

The Mayor indicated he would in- 
troduce the same four bills that 
were defeated. These include pro- 
posed increases in the taxes on 
mrechants and manufacturers’ sales 
and stock, gallonage taxes on beer, 
wine and hard liquor, and an in- 
crease in the gasoline tax. A gen- 
eral sales tax has been suggested, 
but the Mayor and other adminis- 
tration leaders are generally op- 
posed to this at present. 

Work relief was included in the 
eall for the special session, follow- 
ing a conference today between the 
Mayor, Comptroller Nolte, Presi- 
dent Neun of the Board of Alder- 
men—comprising the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment — the 
special aldermanic committee on 
relief and Harry B. Wallace, chair- 
man, and P. H. Byrns, a director, 
of the Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment. 

Wallace Crossley, State Relief 
Director, recently announced there 
would be $750,000 in Federal funds 
available to St. Louis for work re- 
lief this summer and autumn. The 
city plans to match this with about 
$300,000 in local funds, although the 
exact amount has not been deter- 
mined. : 

The Mayor also said that legisla- 
tion authorizing the city to proceed 
with various improvements for 
which grants have been obtained 
from the PWA would be present- 
ed to the special session. The or- 
dinances, now being prepared by 
President Brown of the Board of 
Public Service, include hospital ad- 
ditions and improvements, grade 
crossing eliminations, and embel- 
lishment of the Memorial Plaza, 
Aloe Plaza and other parks, plazas 
and playgrounds. 

The. principal project to be car- 
ried out by work relief, provid.4 
funds are voted by the Aldermen, 
probably wil! be the paving and re- 
surfaci..g of 75 miles of streets, as 
suggested at the relief conference 
today by Director of Streets and 
Sewers McDevitt, who said that 
such work would employ between 
1500 and 2000 men for about three 
months at a cost of about $300,000. 

This would include the paving of 
25 miles of Telford macadam streets 
and the resurfacing of 50 miles of 
hard paved streets. The Mayor 
was in accord with McDevitt’s plan, 
as were Nolte and Neun. 

Discussing work relief at the 
conference, several Aldermen, prin- 
cipally Alderman Hoeflingér of the 
Seventeenth Ward, chairman of the 
relief committee, and Alderman 
O’Toole of the Thirteenth Ward, 
both Democrats, asked Wallace and 
Byrns for assurance that those 
given jobs under work relief should 
be acceptable without investigation 
by social workers for the Citizens’ 
Committee. 

Wallace told them, however, that 
Federal relief regulations required 
investigation of all applicants for 
work relief, but that he would be 
willing to furnish the Aldermen 
with lists of the projects, so that 
they could recommend persons in 
their wards whom they thought 
needed the work and were qualified 
to do it. 

Budget Director Meyers pointed 
out that if the $300,000 were voted, 
the remainder of the $4,600,000 re- 
lief bond issue probably would be 
exhausted next February instead 
of nexa April, as he had estimated 
originally. The Mayor said, how- 
ever, that he believed it important 
to provide the work as soon as pos- 
sible and for that reason favored 
voting the funds at the special ses- 
sion. 

Several weeks ago the Aldermen 
voted $605,000 for relief during May, 


— June, July and Augfust, of which 
about 20 per cent, or about $121,000, 


was to be used for work relief. How- 
ever, Crossley objected to grouping 
work relief with direct relief, so 
that it is planned to include the 
$121,000 with whatever sum is final- 
‘ly decided on for work relief exclu- 
sively,

Charles W. Beal, secretary of .he 
Oakland te-msters, said the strike 
vote was technically not in sym- 
pathy with the longshoremen and 
seamen. The “conditions” referred 
to, union heads said, included use 
of non-union truck drivers behind 
protection. of police and National 
Guardsmen and the police gunfire 
in Thursday’s waterfront fight. 

The bodies of two men killed hy 
the police in the skirmishing in 
which 32 other persons were shot 
are to be carried in a funeral pro- 
cession from headquarters of the 
International Longshoremen’s Asso- 
ciation today.

NEW YORK, July 9.—Haroild L. 
Allen, seconc Deputy Police Com- 
missioner, investigating the assets 
of the Police Relief Fund, Inc.,. re- 
ported today ihat “the fund has 
been so seriously depleted as to be 
inadequate to mee. requirements.” 

H gave no figure for the amount 
of the alleged depletion, but recom- 
mended that former Acting Mayor 
Joseph V. McKee; Grover Whalen, 
former Chief Inspector John 
O’Brien and Capt. H. Ayres, for- 
mer head of the Missing. Persons 
Bureau, be made to account for 
depletions in the fund during their 
trusteeship. 

The report, submitted to Police 
Commissioner John F. O’Ryan, com- 
plains that these trustees failed to 
attend meetings of the fund’s ex- 
ecutive committee and tiat often 
they delegatci their authority to 
others. It suggests that the trus- 
tees be asked to tell why the com- 
mittee sold $1,000,000 worth of Lib- 
erty bonds in 1929 and invested the 
proceeds in real estate moregages 
and bonds. 

McKee, the report states, “never 
attended any meetings” and “dele- 
gated his duties as president of the 
fund in 1926 as far as the ee 
show.” 

In 1926, the report continues, “we 
had an executive committee of 
three men, charged with the duty 


on Dec. 31, 1924, “when it reached 
its strongest,” the report says. 
The fund is maintained for the 
a. of active and retired members 
of the Police Department and their 
dependents, widows and orphans.

He said Peterson fled from a side 
window. Combest\followed him in- 
to an alley, shouted to him to halt, 
and fired several shots. Two blocks 
west Peterson fell, shot in the back 
and arm. Peterson denied he was 
trying.to enter the store, Examina- 
tion of the window showed that two 
of its protective iron bars had been 
cut, setting off the burglar alarm. 

According to police, Peterson was 
charged in a warrant last month 
with possession of * burgiar tools. 
Last year he served six months ‘n 
the Workhouse on a charge of 
trespassing, which had been scaled 
down from burglary.

MacCracken, former .Agsistant 
Secretary of Commerce for Aero- 
‘nautics, and L. H. Brittin, former 
vice-president of the Northwest Air- 
ways, Inc., were found guilty by the 
Senate Feb. 14 and each was sen- 
tenced to 10 days. Brittin served 
his term, but counsel-for MacCrack~- 
en contested the legislative body's 
decision. 

In discharging MacCracken from 
custody, the majority of the court 
Tmade it clear that the Senate un- 
doubtedly has power to punish any 
.citizen who is presently obstructing 
the legislative processes, but not to 
punish anyone who had in the past 
so obstructed the Senate in its 
functions. 

While settling the MacCracken 
case so far, the decision stifi left 
unanswered many nice questions of 
low on when and under what cir- 
cumstances the Senate may punish 
for contempt. It was expected that 
the decision would be appealed for 
review by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

. Justice Daniel W. O'Donoghue of

Hess, after recounting the hor- 
rors of war, declared: “. say as a 
veteran to veterans across the bor- 


der, I, as a lecder of one people, 


ask the leaders of other peoples: 
must this be? Can we not by mu- 
tual good will spare humanity an- 
other war?” 

Talk Broadcast to Nation. 


The Hess speech was broadcast 
throughout the nation. Translations 
were then broadcast throughout the 
world. 

The appeal to France was under- 
scored by Hess as he suddenly 
switched from German to French 
and shouted, speaking of the miser- 
ies of war: 

“Malheur pour nous, malheur 
pour vous, et malheur pour tout, 
pour le monde.” (Unhappiness for 
us, unhappiness for you, unhappi- 
ness for all, for the world.) ‘ 

“IT turn to the comrades of the 
front, both here and on the other 
side of the trenches,” said Hess. 
“Be honest; didn’t we experience 
horror at the thought of death? 

“When hand grenades were hurled 
at us, when poisonous gas threat- 
ened to choke us, despite our gas 
masks, when we heard the cries 
of anguish from the dying, when 
horror of every kind surrounded us, 
did we not ask ourselves, ‘Cannot 
humanity be spared all this?’

We knew we were defending the 
Fathriand. We would not have 
missed the experience.

Attorney-General Ask 5 
Supreme Court,to Ap- 
point Commissioner to 
Hold Hearings.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 9.—At- 
torney-General McKittrick an- 
nounced today he would request the 
Supreme Court of Missouri to ap- 
point a special commissioner for 
hearings as to whether State anti- 
trust laws are being violated in 
practices and prices under the NRA 
coal code. 
The Attorney-General or any 
one else may present evidence at 
such hearings, examining witnesses 
under oath. The Attorney-General 
has the right to subpena any one on 
whom service can be obtained to 
testify. The procedure is far-reach- 
ing. 
It has been the past practice of 
the Supreme Court to honor appli- 
cations of the Attorneys-General 
for special commissioners in anti- 
trust hearings. The appointment 
of a commissioner is made by the 
Chief Justice, usually in consulta- 
tion with his colleagues. The com- 
missioner would conduct the hear- 
ings, after which the Attorney- 
General would decide whether the 
evidence justified filing of anti- 
trust suits against parties con- 
cerned. 

Thinks Inquiry Warranted. 
“From the facts now available,” 
said McKittrick, “I believe a full in- 
vestigation is warranted, and that 
is why I am adopting this course.” 
McKittrick will go to St. Louis 
Wednesday to consult with interest- 
ed persons about the investigation. 
He will be at the Mayfair Hotel 
that afternoon. Among those with 
whom he said he would confer are 
City Counselor Hay or a represen- 
tative, W. E. Dodson of the Coal 
Service Co., who has led dealers 
complaining against code prices of 
coal; Mrs. Roscoe Anderson, head 
of the St. Louis & St: Louis County 
Consumers’ Council of the NRA, 
which has objected to code prices; 
Mayor George A. Brechnitz of 
Belleville, Hil, who telegraphed 
McKittrick that he was collecting 
information on the subject, and rep- 
regentatives of trucking interests 
which have complained that some 
dealers were charging code prices 
but paying low wages to truckers 
bringing supplies from [Illinois 
mines to St. Louis.

Price-Fixing Alleged.

PROPOSAL TO TEST 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
SERUM ON CHILDREN 


Doctors Seek Court Order for 
Inoculation of 12 in 


Orphan Asylum. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 9.—Physicians, 
after testing he new infantile par- 
alysis serum on themselves to show 
no danger was involved, announced 
plans today for administering it 
to 12 boys and girls of one of New 
York’s orphc..ages, if the courts 
will approve. 

“The children for the experiment 
will be selected from a charitable 
institution because they can be ob- 
served better, explained Dr. Mau- 
rice Brodie, assistant professor of 
bacteriolosy at New York Univer- 
sity, one of the men who sub- 
mitted to the first_inoculations. Dr. 
Josephine Neal emphasized the 
point that the children’s lives would 


not be endangered: 

Dr. Brodie said that if the ex- 
periment on the 12 children is suc- 
cessful, a colony of 100 children 
would be vaccinated in further 
tests. Only children under 6 years 
old will be vaccinated for they are 
the ones whom infantile paralysis 
attacks with the gravest effect.

BRITAIN AND FRANCE 


DRIVEN TOGETHER 


People ef Englad Lock 
With Less Suspicion on 


‘ (Closer Relations Between 


Two Countries. 


(Copyright, 1934.) 

LONDON, July 7. — The “execu- 
tions” indulged in by Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler’s firing squads dur- 
ing the past few days have done a 
good deal more than simply wipe 
out a few scores or hundreds of 
persons whose continued existence 


had become inconvenient to the 
German dictator. Among other 
things they have practically ‘killed 
whatever lingering chance British 

may have had of becom- 
ing a real force here. Far more 
important than this, however, they 
will probably haye the effect of 
forcing ce and England more 
clostly together diplomatically, éco- 
nomically and militarily, 

If on Sunday and Monday after 
the executions any sections of the 
British press hesitated in applying 
outspoken condemnation to Nazi 
methods, enlightment was not long 
in coming. By Tuesday not a single 
important British newspaper had 
failed to express its horror and 
detestation of Hitler’s procedure. 
Even the “Daily Mail,” hitherto a 
warm supporter of Sir Oswald Mos- 
ley and the British Fascists, al- 
though refraining from direct criti- 
cism of the Nazis, took occasion 
in a review of a current production 
at Albert Hall here of “A Pageant 
of Parliament” to declare: 

“The moral of it all is that Brit- 
ish needs and will have no dictator.” 

At the other end of the scale, the 
“London Times,” usually restrained 
in all its editorial opinions, com- 
mented: “Germany for the time be- 
ing has ceased to be a modern 
European country and has reverted 
to medieval conditions.” 

Loss of Sympathy. 

Nor were these comments in any 
way unrepresentative. During the 
1920s the average man in the street 
here had a good deal of sympathy 
for Germany, which he believed had 
been given a raw deal by the former 
Allies. The last vestiges of that 
sympathy have now been dissipated 
and popular feeling now seems to 
be as anti-German as it was 20 
years ago. That this present in- 
tolerance of all things Fascist also 
will extend to the British varieties 
thereof does not seem open to 
reasonable doubt. 

It is equally certain that condi- 
tions in Germany have had the 
— 2* people to look with less 

upon the new Franco- 
British entente which is almost 
dally being cemented; although it 
is not yet apparent that public opin- 
fon is willing to go so far as the na- 
tional government would like in this 
direction. 

“It is probable that for the next 
few years there is more reason to 
be afraid for Germany than afraid 
of Germany,” wrote one commenta- 
ter Friday. This seems to bs a 
pretty general view here. More- 
over, the British dislike of foreign 
entanglements parallels the Areri- 
can one. Therefore, while one can

on Wedr.esday to the effect that a 
formal new Anglo-French alliance 
is under discussion, it is not possi- 
ble to disregard the fact that of the 
years preceding 1914 when this 
country was bound to France by 
vague and tenuous commitments 
which, when tested, proved quite as 
€co-| strong as any formal treaty. 
What Is Going On. 

The essential moves in this game 
are already public property. For 
instance, a few days ago Gen. Paul 
Weygand, French Chief of Staff, 
came to England for a “holiday’— 
and what was more natural than 
that he should spend it in a closed 
conference with the British army 
chiefs? In return, a party of 50 
British staff officers took a holiday 
in France—and spent it touring the 
World War battlefield areas, ac- 
companied by French officers. 

This week, Louis Barthou and 
Francois Pietri will arrive in Lon- 
don—just to discuss naval disarma- 
ment and “European problems as a 
whole.” 

Meanwhile, Britain is building up 
her air force, planning a stronger 
mavy and perfecting a mechanized 
land army which would be of the 
highest value as a new expedition- 
ary force on the continent. 

This may not constitute an alli- 
ance—it may be all a coincidence; 
but as one somewhat cynical com- 
mentator in Whitehall remarked 
last week: “When one sees in the 
Strand a man in a blue uniform 
and helmet directing traffic, it is 
not unreasonable to assume he is 
a policeman.” Thus, while no for- 
mal alliance will be signed and 
while Cabinet Ministers will be able 
to stand up in the House of Com- 
mons as they did 20 years ago and 
declare, “We have no secret com- 
mitments,” it looks. very much as 
though now as then a link is being 
forged in a new Angio-French mili- 
tary understanding. Whatever else 
Hitler has failed te accomplish, he 
can at least claim a lion's share of 
the credit for this development.

T0 TAKE A VACATION 


Remains in Vatican Studying 
Church Problems, Except for 
Short Trips. 


(Copyright, 1934.) 
ROME, July 9.—With the holy 


year finished and the holy doors in 
the Basilicas sealed, the Vatican 
breathed a sigh of relief—all but 
Pope Pius XI, who murmured to 
his Maestro di Casa, Monsignor 
Cacciadominione, “Would that it 
were beginning.” 

For 12 years, ever since his se- 
lection, the Pope has shown his 
entourage how an elderly man can 
remain in perfect health without 
taking a vacation away from Rome. 
He is the only one in Vatican City 
so far who never has taken a reg- 
ular vacation. 

Prior to the Lateran Treaty, 


whereby he was recognized as an 
independent sovereign, with his 
own state, there was no question 
of gettting any further away than 
the Vatican gardens, but now he 
can leave the Vatican City and 
wander far afield, but he refrains, 
as he is engrossed in the many 
problems of church government. 
Makes Short Visits. 

When his palace outside Rome at 
Castel Gandolfo, overlooking the 
Lake of Albano, was renovated, the 
gardens iaid out and his 
ments put in readiness, the papal 
entourage were sure he would take 
a holiday, but he limited himself 
to driving out in his car, inspect- 
ing the palace and the farm and 
then returning to Rome in the 
evening. 

In this devotion to the surround- 
ings of Rome, Pope Pius XI is in 
reality following the precedent of 
the Popes who went before him. 
From earliest times each Pope had 
his own special residence, which he 
preferred to any other. 

In the eleventh century Pasquale 
It built a palace close to the church 
of the Quattro Coronati. It re- 
mained a papal palace through sev- 
eral centuries. When the Vatican 
was abandoned asea2a residence in 
the eleventh century, Pope Anas- 
tasio IV built himself a palace close 
to the ancient Pantheon, which had

WASHINGTON, July 9.—July, an 
off month for primary elections, is 
lending some of its heat to prepara- 
tions by candidates in 14 states who 
are lining up votes for primaries in 
August. 

Only two more primary contests 
are scheduled for this month. Next 
month, however, brings the biggest 
batch of the election year, includ- 
ing some of the warmest __ intra- 
party battles of 1934. | 

Results of primaries already held 
in almost a third of the states in- 
dicate the temper of the voters has 
changed since 1932 in at least one 
respect. At that time a ballot box 
revolt against the “ins” took an al- 
most unprecedented toll among of- 
fice holders. Now the “ins,” both 
Democratic and Republican, have 
been faring very well. 

Seven Congressmen Lose. 

More than a fourth of the House 
members already have faced the 
voters in the primaries, with only 
seven casualties. Seven Senators 
have been renominated and none 
have falien by the way. 

Three more Senators face pri- 
mary tests this month, two in Mon- 
tana and one in Texas. In the 14 
primaries next month, 10 states will 
select candidates for Governor, 10 
candidates for the Senate, and all 
will choose candidates for the 
House. 

The next primary is scheduled for 
July 17, in Montana. It will find 
both that State’s Democratic sena- 
torial incumbents, Wheeler and 
Erickson,- seeking renomination. 
Wheeler is opposed by Burt Rep- 
logle, Lewiston attorney, while five 
candidates are after his colleague's 
nomination. 

One of the warmest contests of 
the year will culminate with the 
Texas primary July 28, when Sen- 
ator Connally, the Democratic in- 
cumbent, will tangle at the polls 
with Representative Joseph W. Bai- 
ley Jr., son of the former Senator. 

August Primaries. 

August will bring primaries in 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Arkansas, Idaho, Nebraska, Ohio, 
Wyoming, Mississippi, California 
and South Carolina. 

The first of these, Aug. 2, in Ten- 
nessee, will find both Democratic 
Senators, McKellar and Bachman, 
up for renomination. John R. Neal, 
Knoxville lawyer and educator, has 
filed against McKellar for the long 
term, while Representative Bordon 
Browning is running against Bach- 
man. 

Thirty-five Senate seats will be 
filled in this year’s balloting. The 
only incumbent who has announced 


he will not seek re-election is Sen 


ator Thompson (Dem.), Neb, Gov. 
Charlies Bryan is running for his 
seat. 

Senators Already Chosen. 

Senator who already have been 
renominated are: Reed, Pennsyl- 
vania, ‘Republican; Robins6n, Indi- 
ana, Republican; Hale, Maine, Re- 
publican; Kean, New Jersey, Re- 
publican; Shipstead, Minnesota, 
Farmer-Laborite; Trammell, Fiori- 
da, Democrat, and Frazier, North 
Dakota, Republican. 

Though there have been few up- 
sets in the selections so far, party 
leaders predict they will come thick 
and fast in the November general 
election, when the Democrats face 
the Republicans.” 

Republican leaders are claiming 
they will pick up several score seats 
in the House and hold their own in 
the Senate contests. Democratic 
leaders predict few losses in the 
House, and gaiins up to six or eight 
seats in the Senate. °

CHICAGO, July 9.—Into the con- 
troversy over the constitutjonality 
of emergency relief legislation, some 
of it enactments associated with the 
“New Deal,” supreme courts of the 
states have poured a number of 


decisions. 

Most numerous among the meas- 
ures acted upon by the common- 
wealth tribunals, a survey today 
showed, were mortgage acts, with 
the Minnesota moratorium law, up- 
held first by its State Supreme 
Court and later by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, receiv- 
ing widest notice. 

Sustained in Wisconsin. 

Wisconsin’s Supreme Court also 
has sustained legislation allowing 
State courts to delay foreclosures at 
their discretion, but it held invalid 
an act which prohibited holders of 
real estate bonds, secured by a trust 
deed, from bringing recovery action 
on their bonds until the property in 
question had gone through fore- 
closure. The Iowa Supreme Court 
also upheld a farm mortgage mora- 
torium law. The Oklahoma 5Su- 
preme Court, however, ruled against 
Gov. William Murray’s effort to aid 
tax delinquents who would lose 
their property by pardoning them 
for nonpayment of tax penalties. 

Almost recipient of as much no- 
tice as the moratorium laws has 
been the “gold clause” legislation 
permitting abrogation of require- 
ments in instruments for payment 
in gold or its equivalent. A widely 
quoted decision of the New York 
State Court of Appeals recently up- 
held the constitutionality of a con- 
gressional resolution on this sub- 
ject. 

An act permitting the State High- 
way Department to borrow and ac- 
cept from the Federal Government 
a loan and grant up to $23,000,000 
for a construction relief program re- 
cently was ruled constitutional by 
the Kansas Supreme Court after 
the Attorney-General had contend- 
ed the measure violated a provision 
of the Constitution prohibiting pub- 
lic debt in excess of $1,000,000 with- 
out a direct vote. However, another 
emergency law calculated to give 
the State Fish and Game Commis- 
sion power to borrow $200,000 
from the Government for lake con- 
struction projects was held*invalid. 

Minnesota Relief Upheld. 

Besides the mortgage moratorium 
law, the Minnesota Supreme Court 
has upheld a $5,000,000 emergency 
relief fund, and a lowered basis for 
homestead valuation for taxation 
purposes. 

Opinions approving the validity 
of bond issues at Butte, Missoula, 
Bozeman and Billings for the se- 
curity of PWA loans for public 
buildings were recently issued by 
the Montana Supreme Court. 

In Wyoming the highest court re- 
cently gave a favorable decision in 
a friendly suit brought to deter- 
mine the right of the University of 
Wyoming to pledge its regular land 
income fund as security for a 
$300,000 PWA loan and grant for a 
new liberal arts building. 

The Illinois Supreme Court up- 
held the constitutionality of a 1932 
special session law regarding the 
liability of local treasurers for 
money lost in closed banks, and an 
opinion by Chief Justice Norman lL. 
Jones inferred that other emergen- 
cy legislation would be upheld. 

South Dakota passed an act slic- 
ing 15 per cent off salaries of coun- 
ty treasurers, auditors, clerks of 
courts, registers of deeds and stper- 
intendents of schools as a means of 
depression retrenchment, but the 
Supreme Court there held ‘the act 
unconstitutional.

PARIS PRESSING FOR 
REGIONAL TREATIES 


Wants to Know What 
England Will Do. About 


Increase in German Navy 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 9.—Europe’s poli- 
tical outlook, including the French- 
sponsored security pacts for East- 
ern Europe, were discussed at an 
opening conference today between 
French Foreign 
Minister, and Sir John Simon, For- 
eign Secretary of Great Britain. 

Sir John gave a luncheon in honor 
of Barthou, at which the only -per- 
son present not directly connected ; 
with the Anglo-French discussions 
was Arthur Henderson, president 
of the World Disarmament Confer- 
ence, 

An afternoon session, an official 
announcement said, was to be de- 
voted to naval matters with Fran- 
cois Pietri, Naval Minister of 


France, and Sir Bolton Eyres-Mon- 
sell, British Lord of the Admiralty, 


and others participating actively | 


with Barthou and Simon. 

Stanley Baldwin, acting British 
Prime Minister, did not attend to- 
day’s conversations but will give a 
luncheon for Barthou at 11 Down- 
ing street tomorrow. 

French circles expect Barthou 
and Norman H. Davis, American 
Ambassador-at-large, to confer to- 
morrow if time permits before 
Barthou leaves London. The Amer- 
ican delegation here for preliminary 
naval discussions will keep in con- 
tact with the French during the 
latter’s talks“with Britain. 

Barthou has been on a tour of 
the Balkan states building up 
France's diplomatic alliances. In 
Rumania he was made a citizen of 
the country. 

Barthou’s proposals to Great 
Britain were thought to include: 

1. Great Britain should reaffirm 
its close friendship with France, 
consoHdate it and give the French 
a feeling of security. 

2. No political pact will be re- 
quested but technical collaboration 
should be guaranteed in the event 
Belgium is invaded again. (The 
request for technical co-operation 
was expected to be granted, since 
the general staffs of the two armies 
have been having discussions.) 

3. The World Disarmament Con- 
ference should be moved ‘here and 
consolidated with the 1935 Naval 
Conference, in view of the appar- 
ent failure of negotiations at 
Geneva. The French will state their 
belief that air, land and sea arms 
are interdependent’ and. cannot be 
separated for conferences. Author- 
itative sources do not believe the 
British will accept the suggestion, 
but Barthou will place it on the 
record. 

4. These questions: What is Brit- 
ain going to do about the increase 
of the German army? Does Britain 
favor German rearmament on sea 
as well as land? This presumably} soo 
is intended as a move to draw the 
British out more on German re 
armament than was done at 
Geneva. . 

5. Great Britain will be asked 
to reaffirm the spirit of the 
Locarno pact, in which Germany, 
Belgium, France, Great Britain and 
Italy guaranteed peace in Western 
Europe. London, it was under- 
stood, has already informed France 
it would repeat its belief in that 
treaty. 

6. The French belief in the neceés- 
sity of regional paots to the peace 
of the continent will be restated. 
England is expected to dodge com- 
mitment on any pact but Locarno. 

7. London will be asked to invite

His slayer was an Indian 
named Howling Wolf, whose tribe 
is uncertain. Dramatically enough, 
on the last page of the book Howl- 
ing Wolf depicts himself addressing 
‘an Indian peace conference. On the

The diary was found in what is 
believed to- have been Howling 
Wolf's grave, which was uncovered 
during excavations for a railroad 
near Lewiston, Idaho. It was sent 
to the Smithsonian Institution by 
the Historical Museum ang Art 
Department of Idaho. 


CUBAN REVOLT NIPPED, 
ARMY HEAD BELIEVES 


More of Former Officers 
Rounded Up in Raids on 
Alleged Conspiracy.

HAVANA, July 9.—Col. Fulgencio 
Batista, commander-in-chief of the 
army, is convinced that he has 
thwarted a major revolution in- 


4 ‘stigated by former army officers. 


In a series of raids today he or- 
dered the arrest of several ex-offi- 
cers and enlisted men. Sixty or 
more already are in jail charged 
with conspiracy. Six former officers 
residing in Santa Clara were ar- 
rested late last night. 

Jose Pedraza, chief of . Havana 
police, said the ex-officers were aid- 
ed by one faction of the ABC po- 
litical society, which recently with- 
drew its support from the Mendieta 
government, and planned a revolu- 
tion in Havana, striking at police 
stations and army barracks simul- 
taneously in a night attack after 
cutting electric lights off over the 
city. 

Havana recently was in total 
darkness for 10 minutes. This, 
Pedraza said, was a “rehearsal” for 
the revolt. 

Anna Herver Greenberg, a Polish 
girl, and an unidentified Cuban 
boy were killed yesterday and five 
persons were wounded at the tour- 
ist beach.La Playa Marianao in a 
shooting affray following disorders 
between bathers and soldiers.

MUSSOLINI CHECKS 


GROWTH OF DEFIGtT 


Pay Cut and Deflation Pro- 
gram Reduce Red Ink Fig- 
ures; Jung Is Hopeful. 


ROME, July 9.—The Italian Gov- 
ernment’s deficit apparently has 
been checked by Mussolini’s drastic 
reduction of salaries and his defla- 
tion program, 

The Treasury situation in May 
revealed a much smaller figure to 
put in red ink than hitherto. The 
deficit was 212,000,000 lire. (The 
lira currently is 8.50 cents.) 

The average deficit for the previ- 
ous 10 months of the fiscal year 
was 353,000,000 lire, and the deficit 
in May, 1933, was 395,000,000. 

The fiscal year closed June 30 
with 4,000,000,000 lire in the red, or 
1,000,000,000 more than had been 
estimated. 

Next year, with the reduction in 
Salaries felt throughout the 12 
months, and with a smaller rate 
of interest to be paid on the con- 
solidated bonds as a result of the 
conversion in February, the Gov- 
ernment finances should be in a 
much better situation. 

Minister of Finance Jung has 
hopes of balancing the budget next 
year, or at least the year follow- 
ing. But it looks as if he will have 
to get his chief to plan military 
expenditures less ambitiously if he 
is to reach this goal. Mussolini 
recently announced two 1,000,000,000 
lire expenditures, one for a pair of 
battleships and the other for air- 
planes. 

Although the deflation is helping 
the Government exchequer, it has 
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not yet made an impression on the 
country’s unfavorable foreign trade. 
Admittedly, however, the effects 
will not be felt for several months 
until manufacturers, benefiting by 
the variety of deflationary meas- 
ures, can produce at a lower cost. 

In May Italy’s imports reached 
618,918,000 lire, with exports at 438,- 
511,000, or a deficit of 180,407,000. 
Last year the deficit was 77,155,000.

Thus, the average birth 
rate was highest in winter, de 
clined through spring and summer 
and was lowest in the fall. Prema- 
ture births were lowest in winter 
and higheet in the fall. The infan- 
tile death rate in the first week of 
life was lowest in infants born in 
the winter season. 

In other words, among the chil- 
dren born in the fall quarter of the 
year there was a higher incidence 
of umbilical hernias, premature 
births und a higher infantile death

OU have heatd “cardinal sin” 
and “deadly sin” mentioned 
hundreds of times. These ex- 
pressions have come.down-to us 
from the early fifteenth century, 
when the only ;

Ask any bridge player about the 
sins that are committed in the name 
of contract bridge and he will still 
be talking .come next Michaelmas 
day. 
in compiling the seven deadly 
sins of bidding I have purposely 
left. ovit inherent faults, such as 
overbidding and underbidding. Kin- 
dergarten mistakes are also omit- 
ted. The following sins are com- 
mitted by all good bridge players. 
Naturally, the last ones are more 
applicable to my system. 
First. Making weak overcalis. 
Any overcall at the one or two 
level that results in a set of three 
tricks or more is a deadly si@ 
Overcalling on four-card = suiis 
cames under this category. It is 
just sheer luck if you aren't dou- 
bled, or if your partner turns _up 
with either a fine rescue suit or 
good trump support. 
Second. Passing a force. 
The one-over-qne is a forcing bid. 
After having made a first or second 
hand psychic, most players will pass 
one-over-one where they would 
te to pass a jump bid in an- 
other suit. Because the “one-over- 
one may be merely a simple re- 
sponse they take the chance that it 
may in this case indicate a power- 


: ree the issue by bidding a 
game immediately when he is not 


sure which suit is the correct dec- 
laration.

This deadly sin needs no expla- 
nation. Naturally a stupid succes- 
sion of psychic bids defeats its own 
purpose. Your partner loses all 
confidence in you. 

Fourth. Shading original two 
and three bids more than one trick. 

Occasionally a forcing bid may 
well be shaded one trick, For ex- 
ample, take the following hand: 


8 Kx Diamonds x 
ee gt Fe Cluds A 10 


The hand actually Aas four los 
ing .tricks, but should be opened 
with three hearts. If your partner 
has either the queen of spades or 
the king of clubs, you have a sure 
game, yet he might not be able to 
keep the bidding open for you. 
Change one of the small hearts to 
a small club, however,’ and the 
hand should be opened with one 
heart. Now your partner needs 
both the spade queen and the club 
king at least fora game. With a 
king and a queen he will keep the 
bidding open with one no trump. 

Fifth. Pre-empting anywhere but 
third hand. 


I have always believed that pre- 
emptive bids shut out no one but 
your partner. In third hand posi- 
tion there might be more excuse 
for one, since your partner has al- 
ready passed originally, but it 
would be best to avoid them alto- 
gether. 

Sixth. Bidding unsound original 
no trumps. 

Since the original one is one of 
the gilt-edged bids in my system, 
this sin also needs no explanation. 

Seventh. Playing a hand at two 
no trumps. . 

In duplicate, two partners who 
have only eight taking tricks be- 
tween them might be forced inta 
playing a hand at two no trumps 
rather than. two in a suit, because 
two no trumps counts seventy 
points, where two in a suit counts 
only sixty points. Almost invaria- 
bly, however, a hand should be 
played at one no trump or three in 
a suit, Moreover, playing a hand 
in two no trumps indicates that you 
have probably passed a s gth- 
showing bid from. your er.
